Jennie  and  Jack  felt  that 
that  Canada  has  a higher  standard  of  education  than  that  of  our  American  neighbours,  although  we  do  not  emphasize  teaching  the 
systems  of  governments  as  much  as  they  do. 

It  was  the  hope  of  the  students,  that  this  exchange  would  become  an  annual  event.  They  felt  that  a comparison  between  the  two 
systems  of  education,  and  the  experience  of  meeting  new  friends,  would  strengthen  the  bond  of  friendship  between  teen-agers  of  the 
United  States  and  Canada.
